
Did You Know?
• The City’s tax rate is 27 cents lower than it was 
 5 years ago, and nearly the lowest it’s been in  more   
 than 30 years (Chart A).

The City’s current debt obligation is over 30%  lower   
than it was 20 years ago (Chart B).

In 2020, the City issued building permits for 
 projects with a total value of $697M.

The number of building permits issued for 
 projects in the City valued at over $1M has grown   
 over 400% in a decade (Chart C).
